Ever since 
the 
signing 
of 
the 
Armistice, which may be said 
to he 
the real time of commencement 
of 
peace table talk, one of the scare­ 
crow bugaboos which seemed to stand 
in 
the 
way bf the formation of a 
“League of Nations” has 
been 
the 
■“Freedom of the Seas” as advocated 
by President Wilson. 
It has been a forgone conclusion 
that England would never agree to 
surrender her very life existence, her 
navy—and this has been thought 
to 
be an 
insurmountable bar to 
Mr. 
Wilson’s proposal, as it was generally 
understood. 
# 
But during President Wilson’s visit 
to England, and his conferences with 
her leading statesmen, it now turns 
out that all Mr. Wilson demands for 
his “Freedom of the Seas” plank is 
that in peace as well as in war there 
shall be joint international 
control 
over the rules of the sea. calculated to 
insure free and equal treatment for 
the shipping and traders of all na­ 
tions. 
And 
to this, it is claimed, 
England will not object. 
The aim. in this view of the case, is 
that the police power of the “ League 
of Nations” would see to it that no 
one nation shall be able to blockade 
the ports of another, as Germany did 
those of England during the war, 
threatening death and destruction to 
any who tried to run the blockade. 
Of course the only time at which a 
blockade is necessary is in time of 
war, and hence the clause would have 
no effect if we shall be wise enough 
to make the world bone-dry of war in 
our new heaven and new earth para­ 
dise to which we are aspiring. 
What Germany did in its blockade 
of England, and in its frightfulness 
the seas over, is a tale which should 
be a record of something done in the 
dark ages rather than 
iii this chris­ 
tian era—a record of the most shame­ 
ful human butchery of innocent, un­ 
offending men. women and children 
that the world has ever known. 
lf then it is possible to have an in­ 
ternational agency that will be able 
to give Peace to the world, on land 
and 
sea, on the 
plan invented by- 
President Wilson, surely coming gen­ 
erations will accord to him a mead of 
praise as a great benefactor of man­ 
kind.
